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SCHOOL REPORT 
REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS : 


To the School Board and Citizens: 
I herewith submit my fifteenth annual report of the 
schools of Allenstown for the year ending June 30, 1927. 
There were maintained during the year three schools for 
a school year of 36 weeks with no change in the teaching 
force. 
The total school enrollment was 71: (40 boys and 31 
girls) with a daily average attendance of 94.58 per cent. 
The schools were in session on an average 348 half-days. 


LENGTH OF SCHOOL YEAR 


The minimum length of a standard school year shall be 
at least 36 weeks, 360 half-day sessions. Cities and many 
large towns provide schools for 38 or more weeks per year. 

In order that our pupils may enjoy, as nearly as possible, 
equal school opportunities with those living in cities and 
larger towns, it behooves the school board to so arrange 
the terms that the schools shall be in session on as many 
half-days as possible. 

This may be accomplished by arranging the terms so that 
most of the holidays shall come in vacation. On some of 
the holidays as Washington’s Birthday, Columbus Day and 
Fast Day the schools may be in session and exercises 
arranged to commemorate the day. Parents and citizens 
may well be sent special invitations to visit the schools upon 
these days. 

Another plan is to contract the teachers for 360 half- 
days of service in 37 weeks; this plan allows for making up 
lost time. 
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Either of these plans will add greater school value with- 
out increasing school cost. If 360 sessions are paid for 
wisdom and economy call for an administration where few 
if any sessions are lost. 

Another important factor in school administration is the 
assignment of pupils to the different schools. The number 
of pupils and the number of grades per teacher call for 
serious consideration by the school authorities and citizens. 
It is clearly evident that when 25 or 30 pupils in 6 to 8 
grades are assigned to one teacher good school work cannot 
be accomplished; it is equally as evident that where too 
few pupils are assigned to a teacher the best results cannot 
be obtained. 

In recent years roads and transportation have been so 
greatly improved that pupils may be assigned to schools 
where good conditions exist and this assignment makes a 
financial saving for the district. 


ScHOoL ATTENDANCE 

Many requests come from parents and guardians to ex- 
cuse their children from attending school for reasons that 
cannot be considered as legal, such as want of shoes and 
other clothing, distance from school, a need to work in 
order to help support the family, and the over-age pupil 
who, for truancy or dullness, finds himself in one of the 
lower grades at the age of 15, making a plea that school 
work is not profitable for him. 

The New Hampshire school attendance law is very 
simple. All children must attend a public or an approved 
private school every day that the school is in session from 
their eighth to sixteenth birthdays, or to their fourteenth 
birthday if they have then completed the eighth grade. 
There is no excuse except physical or mental incompetence. 
Neither poverty of parents nor isolation of the home may 
stand in the way. At least eight years of schooling is an 
inalienable right of New Hampshire children. 
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“For thirty years this law has been unchanged and has 
been enforced. For this purpose, each district has its own 
truant officer. Commonly these men are vigilant and ef- 
ficient. The cities are particularly well served. In the 
small towns often difficulties arise due to the fact that the 
truant officer and the negligent parent are neighbors or 
relatives and an official act is likely to be regarded as a per- 
sonal one.” 


HEALTH 


An important factor in modern education is the care of 
the health of the pupils. A school nurse is engaged for this 
purpose who regularly examines the pupils for defects of 
eye, ear, teeth, throat, respiratory organs, and for the causes 
of under-weight. 

Dental clinics are held and defects of the teeth are re- 
corded on a card which is carried home by the pupil. These 
examinations are free. The parent may employ the school 
dentist at a greatly reduced cost or their own dentist as 
they prefer. 

All health cards are sent out as danger signals, with no 
thought on the part of the school authorities of dictation 
but with a desire to work with the parent to safeguard the 
health of the child. 

Excellent work was done by the school nurse, Katherine 
O’Donnell, R. N. | 

A uniform and carefully graded course of study in health 
and health habits was taught by each teacher. 


MANUAL TRAINING 


This department of work has been supervised by three 
cadet teachers from the Keene Normal School as in the 
year last past. The pupils were greatly interested and ‘did 
good work. . |

ScHooL ACTIVITIES 


The state program of studies for the elementary school 
is well taught by the teachers. 

The junior high school program in mathematics, English 
and history is now taught in the higher grades, and the 
other branches of the junior high program will be intro- 
diced as soon as conditions permit. 

Standardized tests have been given during the year in all 
the fundamentals, 

Teachers’ meetings have been well attended. At these 
meetings instructive and inspiring addresses were delivered. 

The relation of teachers, superintendent and school board 
is cordial and all are earnestly working for the better educa- 
tion of the children. 

In conclusion I express my appreciation for the cordial 
cooperation and assistance given to me.

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DOMESTIC SCIENCE REPORT, 1926-1927 


Mr. Henry S. Roserts, Superintendent of Schools: 
Dear Sir: 

The work done in this course has been practically the 
same as in previous years. The fundamental processes of 
cooking and sewing do not change as do styles and modes 
of living. 

This year I have stressed the relationship of both food 
and clothes to health. We, as a nation, are beginning to 
realize that what we eat and what we wear determines the 
kind of health we enjoy. 

The girls have cooked food and then demonstrated to 
members of lower classes the food value and told the rea- 
sons why it was healthful. For instance, hot beverages 
were prepared and presented to show why they were better 
for children than tea or coffee. Cereals and vegetables 
were taken up in the same way. 

In sewing and cooking the girls made illustrated note 
books as part of their home work. I have tried to keep in 
touch with their home duties as I feel that only through co- 
operation of school lessons and home work can the best 
results be accomplished. Theory is nothing if it cannot be 
applied. So, when the pupils have done anything in the 
line of domestic science at home, I have given them extra 
credit for that work. 

In sewing the girls have made Christmas gifts, cooking 
caps and aprons for new pupils, towels, underwear, patches 
and darning, a systematic study of stitches used especially 
in plain sewing and simple dressmaking. 

In June, on graduation day, an exhibition was given of 
articles made in sewing and cooked food by the Domestic 
Science classes. Great appreciation was felt by the pupils 
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and myself for the interest shown at this time. It is of 
great encouragement for them to have the attention of 
their parents and friends. More enthusiasm is shown and 
more painstaking work is done when they have some object 
in view. 

In conclusion I wish to thank the parents, members of the 
school board and superintendent for their support and 
interest.

Mr. Henry S. Roserrs, 
Superintendent of Allenstown Schools, 
Dear Sir :— 
Music had its part in the celebration of all the important 
days of the school year. The first project in which all 
classes participated was Columbus Day, and we chose songs 
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of Italy and Spain, as well as those of America in which 
the name of Columbus was honored, like ““O Columbia, the 
Gem of the Ocean,’ “My Own Columbia,” etc. Indian 
songs were also chosen. The pupils discovered that much 
of the geography of Italy and Spain, their products, the life 
of the people, climate, etc., could be learned from the song. 
Armistice and Thanksgiving Day, Christmas, Lincoln’s and 
Washington’s birthdays (with their opportunities for teach- 
ing true patriotism), Arbor Day and others were all ob- 
served in song. The one hundredth anniversary of the great 
composer Beethoven’s death was another project in which 
all classes had a part, in common with the whole musical 
world. Lastly, at graduation time, we celebrated the 150th 
anniversary of the adoption of the Star Spangled Banner as 
our flag, by an entire patriotic program, the greater part of 
which was the rendition of the operetta “How Betsy Ross 
Made Old Glory” in which true Americanization project all 
classes and all departments co-operated. A small orchestra 
helped to vary the program. 

Some citizens of Allenstown are proud of the fact that 
theirs is one of the wealthy towns in the state so far as 
money goes. The same is true in regard to its children. 
I wonder if the time is not ripe for investing some of the 
wealth of the town in instruments for the children—not to 
be given, but loaned to them as books and other supplies are. 
Some parents are financially able to provide instruments and 
instruction, but many children who are hungry for an in- 
strument through which they can express themselves, are 
denied the privilege for lack of funds. 

In some homes, there are doubtless instruments that are 
not in use, that would rejoice the heart of a boy. 

I hoped to begin class instruction on the piano this past 
year, and earnestly hope that this coming year will see that 
dream fulfilled. 

Music introduced into the schools as a recreation, has 
undergone many changes as to its viewpoint and aims. 
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Why do parents send children to school? The answer 
is “to learn.” To learn what? Arithmetic, English, geog- 
raphy? Yes, but the primary reason is to learn to think, 
to learn to live. Does the teaching of music, vocal or in- 
strumental do this? Yes. 

What are some of the elements of education? Concen- 
tration, observation, independence of thought and action, 
alertness, reasoning, co-operation. Do these enter into the 
study of music or is music only a frill, like lace on a gar- 
ment? Take concentration. In reading a piece of music 
at sight, the student finds that the utmost concentration is 
needed. 

How about observation? Key and measure signatures, 
pitch, and rhythm are a few of the things the child must 
observe. 

How do independence of thought and action enter into 
the subject? Many can sing in unison with others, but it 
is the exception to find those who can carry an alto, tenor, 
or bass part against the melody. This develops character. 

What about quick thinking—alertness? In any other 
subject, the child is not lost who hesitates a little, but music 
must be in time and tune or it is wrong. 

One of the principal things in life is co-operation. Music 
is the one subject in the school life, aside from athletics that 
calls for team work. A recent survey of the status o 
music in 354 colleges and universities, shows that 78 per 
cent credit music toward the A. B. degree and 82 per cent 
allow music credits for entrance or for graduation. At 
Harvard, three-quarters of the entire number of courses 
leading to the A. B. degree may be elected in the department 
of music,—‘“an eloquent tribute,’ (as Hollis Dann calls it) 
“by a great and conservative university to the educational 
and cultural value of music.” 

Music is one of the subjects that touches life at almost 
every point, and “carries over” after school days are done 
which is more than can be said for some subjects. 
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‘ Education is beginning to find that it must influence the 
emotional as well as the intellectual side of life—and here 
is where music makes its innings. The controlling elements 
in character are emotional and spiritual rather than intel- 
lectual. Some educators go so far as to say that the boy 
does not begin to live until his emotional nature is awak- 
ened, and good music plays its part here, as do fine litera- 
true and art. With increasing hours of leisure, boys espe- 
cially need the capacity to properly employ their leisure 
time, and music as an avocation,—especially instrumental 
music—will be a blessing indeed and may save many lives 
from moral wreck. 

Your supervisor has endeavored to work with the boys 
particularly and their added interest is reward enough. 

Assured of your sympathetic help and that of each mem- 
ber of the School Board, I hope we may place Allenstown 
musically as well as alphabetically at the head of the towns 
in the Granite State that has been famous for producing 
men. That I, through music, may help to make manly 
characters, is my ever increasing desire. What success 
may have been attained in my subject is due largely to the 
splendid work of the very efficient corps of teachers that 
Allenstown has and I herewith tender them my sincere 
appreciation and thanks.
